IHE FLOUR WITH A FLAVOR 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 16.—The United 
Railways company, a $45,000,000 cor­ 
poration, yesterday took cognizance 
of the Motor Srvice company, an un­ 
incorporated 
jitney 
service, in St. 
Louis, operating eleven automobiles, 
by launching an attack on jitneys in 
general in a leading article of the 
United Railways Bulletin, in which 
the growth of the jitney bus idea is 
referred to as a “craze.” 
Among the chief arguments against 
the jitneys as applied to the service 
all over the country, as set forth in 
the Bulletin, are: 


Arguments Against the Jitney. 
The owner of a jitney bus is not 
even required to guarantee payment 
of damages for personal injuries in 
case he runs someone down. 
Jitney owners wear out the streets, 
do a business at the risk of human 
limb and life, and pay nothing other 
than an ordinary'vehicle license. 
Nearly all of these autos are oper­ 
ated by Greeks, Austrians and other 
foreigners at 75 cents to a dollar a 
day. 
No transfers are given, no sched­ 
ules are maintained, and no regula­ 
tion of any kind is in effect. 
It is extremely doubtful, when all 
factors are taken into consideration, 
whether automobiles charging only a 
5-cent fare can be profitably operated 
in competition with a street car sys­ 
tem. 
A motorman must present evidence 
of good habits and pass a good physi­ 
cal examination before he is accept­ 
ed for training. 
He must be passed 
by competent inspectors before he is 
allowed to run a car. 
Compare this 
with the lax 
which allows 
anyone who can purchase an auto­ 
mobile to run it on the streets with­ 
out any training whatever. 
The street railways pay a large per 
cent of their gross earnings as taxes 
and are required 
to 
maintain 
the 
pavement 
between 
their rails and 
tracks. 


Local Lines Ignored. 
The jitney business in St. Louis w*as 
not discussed, 
but 
jitney lines 
in 
other cities where they have been in 
operation for several weeks or months 
were discussed at length.* Many acci­ 
dents have been reported from jitney 
busses in other cities, the Bulletin 
says. The idea originated in Los An­ 
geles and has become 
popular 
in 
Houston. Kansas City, Seattle, Salt 
I^ake City and Oakland. 
One week of jitney bus service in 
St. Louis has given plenty of seats 
to everybody on 
the 
Olive street 
line. 
A 
special five-minute service 
v.as inaugurated over the Olive-Del- 
pjar line, starting at Euclid avenue, 
yesterday and passengers w’ho 
last 
week took jitney cars at Taylor ave­ 
nue and Delmar boulevard because 
they could find no seats on the street 
( ars had offers of car after car yes­ 
terday with plenty of seats. 
Two real auto busses wrere added 
tc the jitney bus line operating be­ 
tween Taylor 
avenue 
and 
Fourth 
street over Washington 
avenue ani 
Delmar boulevard yesterday. Unlike 
ti e eleven touring cars in 
the ser­ 
vice, which are owned by their driv­ 
els, the auto busses are owned \>y 
the St. l*)uis Motor Service Co. 
Busses Carry Ten Passengers_ Each. 
The busses have a capacity of ten 
passengers each and there is a step 
ir_ the rear like on a patrol wagon. 
The passengers sit facing each other 
in the bus with their knees togeth­ 
er, just as the passengers in a ho­ 
tel hack in a town of 
209 inhabi­ 
tants, but at that there are no strap

This appreciation was offici­ 
ally expressed by M. Milosh Petronie- 
viteh, one of the administrators of the 
diplomatic press bureau, who speaks 
English perfectly. 
“Our constitution,” said M. Petron- 
ievitch, “and all of our institutions 
are really modeled from those of the 
Chited States of America, and some 
day we hope to be really an Ameri­ 
can state here at the end of Europe 
and the beginning of Asia. 
That, as 
well as the sympathy and aid for our 
wounded sent us by the American 
Red Cross during all three of our 
recent wars, accounts for the very 
warm welcome we shall always give 
to any American who cares to come 
out and study us at closer range. 
“We are not so hospitable to all 
foreigners. 
Serbia is more accustom­ 
ed to having enemies than friends. 
From the time the Serbian empire 
came under the Turks in the four­ 
teenth century, until its liberation in 
the early part of the nineteenth cen­ 
tury, Serbia was cut off as a state 
from all the rest of the world. 
Her 
Turkish tyrants had but one idea, to 
destroy the soul of the race, the mem­ 
ory of its glorious and martial past. 
of its aristocratic traditions and of its 
racial unity with the other Slav peo­ 
ples. 
Its chivalry perished 
in 
the 
great battle of Kossova in 1829. 
Kos- 
sova is a vast plain about IOO miles 
southwest of Nish, where the battle 
of Turkish conquest 
between 
the 
forces of the Sultan Muted I and the 
Serbian Emperor Lazar was fought 
in the fourteenth century. 
This great 
battle ended with the complete over­ 
throw- of the Serbian empire and the 
live hundred year domination of the 
whole of Southwest Europe by the 
Turks. 
This domination included all 
the peoples now comprising the Bal­ 
kan states. 
Ail the sons of toe noble 
Serbian families were carried off to 
Gonstantinople to form the famous 
guard of the Janissaries. 
They were- 
reared in complete ignorance of their 
parentage, and with but one ideal, 
the Sultan . A certain number of the 
great Serbian families escaped into 
Russia, 
Austria 
anti 
Montenegro. 
From these and subsequent emigra- 
tion$ have sprung the members of 
the race who are today outside the 
kingdom of Serbia. 
Bosnia. Herzego­ 
vina and Dalmatia are integrally a 
part of the kingdom, though ^detached 
from it by European politics at the 
congress of Berlin.” 
Mr. Petronievitch pointed to a large 
map which hung in his office, show­ 
ing the ancient confines of the Ser­ 
bian empire as well as the marginal 
line of the frontiers of that Greater 
Serbia, the creation of which is in 
some quarters regarded as the cause 
of the war. 
Be this as it may, it 
will certainly be one of the most im­ 
portant changes in the map of Eu­ 
rope if Serbia and her powerful allies 
are successful against the Germans 
and the Austrians. 
“You can see,* continued Mr. Pe- 
troniewltch, “how difficult has been 
the posithm 
of 
Serbia, 
with 
the 
Turks on the one hand 
longing to 
conquer what they had lost; the Aus­ 
trians on the other, 
urged 
by the 
Germans, 
whose 
own 
expansion 
could only take place by pushing the 
Austrians into possession of all the 
Slav kingdoms of the Balkans, thus 
leaving free 
the 
German provinces 
of Austria for Germany. 
There is 


is** doubt to our mind that Germany 
of 
absorbing th** 
cual monarchy 
of A istria-Hangary, 
thus dreaming of a kingdom extend­ 
ing from tile shores 
of 
the North 
fcea to the .-vgean at Salonika, 
the 
Bosphorus and the Sea of Mam ora at 
Gonstantinople. and reaching out to 
a supreme control of 
the Mediter­ 
ranean and even the Black sea. 
No 
one who has not lived on the shores 
ot the Danube has any real concep­ 
tion of the 
fanaticism 
with which 
Austria has worked to 
achieve this 
end, nor of the designing care wit.ix 
v Inch Germany has 
ever prompted 
her designs. A part of the plan has 
always been to keep 
the 
states of 
t ie Balkans from any federation or 
cohesion 
among 
themselves. 
This 
might have been more difficult had 
not several of the stater 
had Ger­ 
man princes for rulers. Serbia and 
Montenegro, you know, with the ex­ 
ception of Italy, are the only states 
of Europe that have rulers of their 
own faith and blood. 
‘‘Bulgaria, closely allied to Serbia 
in feudal times, 
and 
whose libera­ 
tion from Turkey 
was 
effected by 
Russia, has 
become 
the 
working 
rround of that Austrc-German diplo­ 
macy which had become so active at 
Gonstantinople. 
The 
Bulgarian war 
c f last year. as well as Turkey’s par­ 
ticipation In the 
present 
*rar, was 
the outcome of 
this 
diplomacy and 
intrigue. Serbia has been wiser than 
Bulgaria or Turkey. 
We have not 
been any too fond or strangers. Too 
many of those who have 
come in 
the guise of friends have turned on* 
ic be Austrian spies. 
There never 
was a country so 
beset 
with spies 
and mischief makers of all kinds as 
Serbia has been during the past fif­ 
teen years, or since the German em 
peror made up his mind that a Eu­ 
ropean war would he the only means 
of acquiring new territory

Serbia is trying to demonstrate to 
ail the world that her civilization is

Railroads are

except “precedent,” and “precedent” 
is the pettifogger’s law'. 
A fair and equitable assessment of 
property holders will lower the tax 
rate and will not burden the tax­ 
payer. 
There is no law for assessing 
property at one-third of the holder’s 
valuation. 
The law' says “real” or 
“actual” value. 
For example: 
Va­ 
cant or unimproved lots- that have an 
actual value of $1,000 or $2,000, be­ 
cause adjoining lots have been sold 
for that sum, constitutes actual val­ 
ue, and should be listed at that sum. 
Business property 
held 
at 
$15,000, 
$18,000 and $20,000 and bringing in 
rents IO and 12 per cent on that sum 
Ought to be assessed at the earning 
power—that’s the actual value. 
Again, the manner in which per­ 
sonal property has heretofore and is 
now being listed for taxation is inex­ 
cusable. 
A piano that 
is 
actually 
worth $25 is taxed the same as a 
grand that is worth $1,000 or $1,200. 
Sewing machines are all classed the 
same. 
Neither is there a distinction 
made (ti listing automobiles. 
A little 
dinky runabout is taxed the same as 
a $5,000 limousine. 
It’s simply out­ 
rageous. 
Whether I am nominated and elect­ 
ed or not, “them's my sentiments,” 
and I have the law for it.—C. T. Bart­ 
lett.
